In  Washington,  the  Defense  Department  ordered  a  five-ship 
Navy  amphibious  group  with  about  1,800  Marines  aboard  to  head 
for  the  eastern  Mediterranean  in  case  the  evacuation  of  an  esti¬ 
mated  4,250  Americans  in  Lebanon  becomes  necessary.  The 
shipsp  had  been  at  Rota,  Spain. 

At  least  two  rockets  struck  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Beirut,  caus¬ 
ing  some  damage  but  no  injuries.  No  group  asserted  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  the  attack.  The  State  Department  earlier  ordered  about 
half  of  the  60  embassy  personnel  to  leave  the  country. 

With  President  Reagan  in  London  on  his  European  tour,  Vice 
President  George  Bush  conferred  with  top  administration  offi¬ 
cials  in  Washington.  Sources  said  there  was  considerable  sym¬ 
pathy  for  Israel’s  motives,  but  some  officials  suggested  U.S. 
sanctions  to  force  an  Israeli  withdrawal. 

Reagan’s  special  Middle  East  envoy,  Philip  Habib,  arrived  in 
Jerusalem  to  try  to  contain  the  new  outbreak  of  fighting,  the 
second  time  in  four  years  the  Israeli  army  has  launched  a  major 
offensive  across  the  border. 

But  the  Israelis  showed  no  sign  of  letting  up.  Before  meeting 
with  Habib  for  one  hour  in  Jerusalem,  Isaeli  Prime  Minister 
Menachem  Begin  flew  into  Lebanon  himself,  landing  by  helicop¬ 
ter  at  the  newly  captured  Beaufort  Castle  to  visit  the  troops  and 
receive  a  briefing  on  the  campaign,  Israel  Radio  said. 

Defense  Minister  Ariel  Sharon  told  Begin  the  battle  for  the 
12-century  hilltop  castle  three  miles  north  of  the  Israeli  border 
was  “one  of  the  greatest  operations”  in  Israeli  military  history. 
Begin  looked  at  the  scarred  and  crumbling  fortress  that  had  been 
used  by  Palestinians  to  shell  northern  Israel  and  muttered,  “An 
open  wound,  an  open  wound.” 

He  asked  an  Israeli  soldier  if  any  Palestinians  surrendered  and 
was  told,  “No,  they  fought  and  they  were  either  killed  or  they 
fled.” 

The  Israelis  ignored  a  resolution  adopted  unanimously  by  the 
U.N.  Security  Council  on  Sunday  night  calling  on  them  to  with¬ 
draw  immediately  from  southern  Lebanon. 

If  the  Syrians  do  not  intervene,  the  Israelis  might  accomplish 
their  goal  by  Wednesday  or  Thursday,  said  Israeli  military 
analyst  Haim  Herzog,  a  former  brigadier  general.

Edwards  negates  rumors

Rumor  with  her  thousand  tongues  has  been  busy 
ever  since  it,  was  first  “leaked”  that  BYU  head 
football  coach  LaVell  Edwards  was  being  consi¬ 
dered  for  the  head  coaching  job  at  the  University  of 
Colorado  —  but  Edwards  has  said  he  is  staying  at 
BYU. 

Although  Edwards  was  at  the  “Bogey  Busters” 
charity  golf  tournament  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  was 
unavailable  for  comment,  he  has  told  John  Mooney, 
Salt  Lake  Tribune  sports  editor,  “I  never  applied 
for  the  job,  and  it  wasn’t  offered  to  me.” 

Edwards  interested 

But  University  of  Colorado  Sports  Information 
Director  John  Clagett  said  Edwards  was  interested 
in  the  job. 

“Coach  Edwards  didn’t  fly  out  here  at  our  ex¬ 
pense  for  just  a  courtesy  visit,”  Clagett  said. 

“I  really  don’t  know  how  all  the  rumors  started.  I 


hadn’t  even  talked  to  Colorado  when  the  sportscas- 
ters  were  announcing  I  had  committed  to  a  contract 
verbally,”  Edwards  told  Mooney. 

Edwards  did  meet  with  Colorado  Athletic  Direc¬ 
tor  Eddie  Crowder  on  Saturday  night  and  Sunday 
morning,  but  according  to  Mooney  it  was  a  courtesy 
to  a  friend  because  of  all  the  conflicting  stories 
being  circulated. 

“This  was  a  media  happening  more  than  a  sports 
happening  ...  It  was  a  case  of  the  media  feeding 
each  other  information  until  it  was  built  out  of  prop¬ 
ortion,”  said  Dave  Schulthess,  sports  information 
director  for  BYU. 

Timing  wrong 

“The  timing  was  such  that  LaVell  could  not  give 
serious  consideration  to  the  offer .  .  .  BYU’s  prac¬ 
tices  start  the  second  week  of  August,”  Schulthess 
said. 

Clagett  echoed  what  Schulthess  said  about 
timing. 


“They  met  for  2Vz  hours  and  decided  that  it  would 
not  be  a  good  time  for  LaVell  to  leave  because  he 
wouldn’t  be  able  to  bring  the  coaches  he  wanted 
from  around  the  country  at  that  late  date,  and 
because  he  didn’t  want  to  leave  BYU  right  now 
with  the  new  stadium,”  Clagett  said. 

Clagett  said  Crowder  received  many  calls  from 
people  who  knew  Edwards  and  said  he  would  be 
interested  in  the  Colorado  job.  On  the  basis  of  that 
information,  Crowder  phoned  Edwards,  who  was 
in  Dallas. 

“They  both  agreed  to'  sleep,  on  it  that  night,” 
Clagett  said. 

The  next  day  Edwards  was  interested  enough  to 
fly  to  Boulder  and  meet  with  Crowder,  Clagett 
said. 

The  coaching  job  opened  up  Tuesday  with  the 
resignation  of.  Chuck  Fairbanks,  who  is  now  the 
president  and  head  coach  of  the  New  York  franch¬ 
ise  of  the  United  States  Football  League. 


Britain  calls  for  end  to  killing

British  troops  outflanked  the  embattled  Argen¬ 
tine  garrison  by  capturing  high  ground  north  of 
Stanley  on  Monday,  and  Britain’s  commander 
urged  the  Argentine  general  to  surrender  his 
forces  and  “end  the  killing,”  British  press  reports 
said. 

The  domestic  news  agency  Press  Association 
said  “no  information  was  available  in  London”  on 
Brig.  Gen,  Mario  Menendez’  reply  to  the  plea  from 
Maj.  Gen.  Jeremy  Moore,  commander  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  ground  forces  massed  for  assault  on  the  capital 
of  the  Falkland  Islands. 

The  Defense  Ministry  declined  comment  on  the 
report. 

Press  Association,  whose  correspondents  are 
briefed  regularly  by  high  British  government  offi¬ 
cials,  said  in  an  unattributed  report  that  Moore 


radioed  Menendez  using  a  Spanish-speaking  Brit¬ 
ish  marine  captain  as  an  interpreter. 

“Let’s  end  the  killing,”  the  agency  quoted  Moore 
as  saying. 

Earlier,  the  British  Defense  Ministry  said 
Argentine  warplanes  bombed  the  advancing  Brit¬ 
ish  troops  Monday  without  causing  casualties,  and 
that  British  gunners  shelled  the  Argentine  gar¬ 
rison. 

Ministry  spokesman  Ian  McDonald  said  the 
Argentina  bombing  had  started  in  “the  last  day  or 
so”  when  freezing  fog  and  rain  gave  way  to  clear 
weather. 

McDonald  said  the  British  troops,  believed  to 
number  about  7,500,  were  consolidating  their  posi¬ 
tion  around  Stanley  and  “patrolling  forward  terri¬ 
tory”  near  the  capital. 


In  London,  British  Prime  Minister  Margaret 
Thatcher  met  for  90  minutes  with  her  inner  “War 
Cabinet”  to  review  developments  on  the  Falklands, 
8,000  miles  away  near  the  tip  of  South  America. 
But  British  officials  have  made  it  clear  that  the 
decision  to  attack  Stanley  is  in  Moore’s  hands. 

McDonald  said  British  soldiers,  including  Gur¬ 
kha  mercenaries  from  Nepal,  were  mopping  up 
“Argentine  pockets  of  resistance”  inland  from 
Stanley,  which  is  on  the  east  coast  of  East  Falk¬ 
land,  the  main  island  in  the  archipelago  that  had 
been  a  British  colony  for  149  years  until  Argentina 
invaded  April  2. 

There  was  no  comment  from  Buenos  Aires  on  the 
British  reports.  The  only  reporters  on  the  islands 
are  British  correspondents  whose  dispatches  are 
subject  to  military  censorship,  and  reporters  from 
the  official  Argentine  news  agency  Telam.

Gov.  Matheson  still  undecided

Gov.  Scott  Matheson  on  Thursday  failed  to  throw 
his  support  behind  any  particular  group  involved  in 
a  waterway  dispute  between  seven  northern  Utah 
County  cities,  the  federal  government  and  several 
private  water  agencies. 

Matheson  called  representatives  of  the  various 
groups  together  in  order  to  give  each  of  them  a 
chance  to  present  their  side  of  the  issue,  according 
to  his  press  secretary  Alene  Bentley. 

The  dispute  stems  from  a  Central  Utah  Project 
plan  to  place  two  open  canals  in  northern  Utah 
County  to  convey  water  to  Salt  Lake  County.  The 
seven  northern  Utah  County  cities  oppose  the  CUP 
plan  and  have  presented  an  alternative. 

Spokesmen  for  the  seven  organizations  involved 
in  the  dispute  took  two  hours  to  present  their  sides 
of  the  issue  to  Matheson.  According  to  Bentley, 
Matheson  called  the  meeting  to  get  the  opposing 
parties  to  sit  down  together,  come  up  with  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  the  problem  and  get  the  project  under  way 
without  further  delays. 

Bentley  said  the  governor  had  hoped  to  decide 
which  group  to  back  after  hearing  each  group’s  pros 
and  cons.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  Mathe¬ 


son  said:  “We  will  cause  more  delays  and  headaches 
if  everyone  is  not  involved  and  their  problems  not 
resolved.  Somewhere,  sometime,  someone  has  to 
give;  after  hearing  today’s  discussion  I  cannot  yet 
back  or  offer  my  support  to  anyone.” 

Matheson  was  asked  by  one  of  the  spokesmen  to 
comment  on  the  “wisdom”  that  had  been  expressed 
during  the  meeting.  Matheson  answered  in  jest, 
“I’m  not  sure  if  there  has  been  any  wisdom  express¬ 
ed  today.”

Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  accused 
the  press  Saturday  of  not  telling  the 
American  people  the  real  story  of  the 
Reagan  administration. 

Speaking  before  nearly  1,000  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  Utah  County  Republican 
Convention,  Hatch  said  the  press  has 
not  been  fair  in  its  coverage  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  accomplishments.  “All 
we  have  had  is  a  diatribe  against 
President  Reagan  in  the  eastern 
press,”  he  said. 

The  senator  said  inflation  during 
the  17  months  of  the  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration  has  dropped  from  13  percent 
to  a  point  where  there  is  now  defla¬ 
tion.  He  also  said  that  interest  rates 
have  fallen  from  21  percent  to  16  per¬ 
cent.  “But  you  won’t  see  it  on  CBS,” 
he  said. 

Hatch  said  the  administration  has 
also  eased  the  amount  of  government 
regulation.  “Over  23,000  pages  of  the 
federal  register  have  been  eliminated 
during  the  last  17  months,”  he  said. 
The  senator  also  said  Reagan  elimin¬ 
ated  45,000  employees  from  the 
federal  payroll  last  year,  and  another 


75,000  federal  jobs  would  be  elimin¬ 
ated  this  year. 

He  said  the  25  percent  tax  cut 
would  eventually  turn  around  the  na¬ 
tion’s  economy,  and  Reagan  would  re¬ 
build  America’s  defenses  so  that 
negotiations  could  be  carried  out  with 
the  Russians  from  a  position  of 
strength. 

The  attendance  at  the  convention 
was  the  largest  ever  for  the  Republi¬ 
can  Party,  according  to  County 
Chairman  LaVorn  Sparks.

Past  UTC  head  seeks  office 


The  retired  president  of  Utah 
Technical  College  will  run  as  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  candidate  for  the  Utah  State 
Legislature. 

Wilson  W.  Sorenson  was’one  of  two 
area  residents  chosen  Saturday  dur¬ 
ing  the  Utah  County  Democratic  Par¬ 
ty  Convention  to  run  in  local  races. 
He  will  run  for  State  House  District 
62,  while  Wanda  Scott  will  seek  the 
county  clerk  job. 

Speaking  at  the  convention,  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson  said  the  Reagan 
administration  should  be  titled  after 
the  broadway  play  “Promises,  Prom¬ 
ises”  and  noted  that  since  the  presi¬ 
dent  took  office  17  months  ago,  the 
nation’s  economic  conditions  have 
steadily  worsened.  Farm  prices  have 


fallen  every  month  for  the  past  year, 
productivity  is  at  the  lowest  level  in 
20  years,  and  business  failures  are  at 
the  highest  rate  since  1961,  he  said. 

Matheson  said  he  was  concerned 
about  the  president’s  plans  to  cut 
back  on  federally  insured  student 
loans. 

“Education  is  So  critical  in  the  state 
of  Utah,”  Matheson  said.  “By  1990 
school  enrollment  in  Utah  will  in¬ 
crease  by  60  percent.  I  am  very  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  quality  of  education 
in  the  state.” 

Matheson  noted  that  Republicans 
are  in  control  at  the  executive  level  as 
well  as  the  state  level,  causing  an  “im¬ 
balance  in  the  legislative  process.” 


Although  missionaries  in  Argenti¬ 
na  have  been  told  to  exercise  caution 
and  keep  a  low  profile,  there  has  been 
essentially  no  change  in  mission  poli¬ 
cies,  according  to  Jerry  Cahill, 
spokesman  for  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

There  are  about  750  missionaries  in 
Argentina,  spread  throughout  five 
missions,  he  said. 

Cahill  said  although  no  missionar¬ 
ies  have  been  called  back  from  Argen¬ 
tina,  no  more  are  being  sent  down, 
and  the  missionaries  who  received 
calls  to  Argentina  before  the  conflict 
have  been  diverted  to  other  Spanish¬ 
speaking  missions. 

“Argentine  elders  have  been  re¬ 
leased  from  their  missions  if  called 
into  service  by  the  government,”  he 
said. 

He  denied  that  American  elders 
have  been  told  to  grow  their  hair  lon¬ 


ger  and  wear  their  preparation-day 
clothes  instead  of  their  suits  to  go 
tracting. 

Some  missionaries  have  been  wear¬ 
ing  buttons  reading  “My  heart  be¬ 
longs  to  Argentina,”  he  said.  “But 
there  is  no  change  in  any  standards. 

“This  is  a  sensitive  time  there,  just 
as  I’m  sure  it  is  in  Britain,”  Cahill 
said.  “The  missionaries  have  been 
told  to  be  cautious  and  not  provoke 
any  negative  reactions .  toward  the 
church. 

“I  suspect  they’re  being  a  little 
more  careful  wheif  they  go  out  in  the 
evenings  and  trying  to  stay  out  of  the 
public  eye,”  he  said. 

Cahill  said  that  as  far  as  he  knows, 
no  incidents  of  any  kind  involving  mis¬ 
sionaries  have  taken  place,  If  any¬ 
thing  did  happen,  it  would  be  re¬ 
ported  to  the  individual  mission  presi¬ 
dent.

Nyambui,  UTEP  garner 
fourth  consecutive  titles

Suleiman  Nyambui  raised  a  triumphant  hand  as 
he  crossed  the  finish  line  to  win  the  5,000-meter 
run,  his  15th  NCAA  victory,  and  helped  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Texas  at  El  Paso  pour  it  on  to  win  its 
fourth  consecutive  men’s  NCAA  outdoor  track  and 
field  team  championship  on  BYU’s  rain-soaked 
track  Saturday. 

The  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles,  also 
poured  it  on  in  the  rain  to  capture  the  first  women’s 
NCAA  Track  and  Field  Championships  team  title. 

Nyambui  became  the  third  athlete  in  NCAA  his¬ 
tory  to  sweep  the  national  championship  four  years 
in  a  row  in  one  event,  the  10,000-meters. 

Nyambui  said  he  was  proud  to  win  the  15  NCAA 
gold  medals. 

UTEP  was  not  the  only  team  that  was  setting 
records  Saturday. 

In  the  100-meter  run,  Stanley  Floyd  from  the 
i  University  of  Houston  set  a  new  NCAA  meet  re¬ 
cord  with  a  time  of  10.03. 

Floyd’s  run,  which  was  wind-aided,  was  0.04 
seconds  faster  than  the  old  record,  and  his  time  is 
the  second-fastest  time  in  the  world  this  year. 

“It  surprised  me  that  my  time  was  legal,  because 
the  wind  was  drastically  shifting,”  said  Floyd. 

Also,  for  the  first  time  since  1944,  two  brothers 
won  NCAA  national  championships. 

Brian  Crouser  from  the  University  of  Oregon 
won  the  javelin  with  a  throw  of  274  feet  7  inches, 
while  his  brother  Dean  won  the*  discus  Friday  and 
then  the  shot  put  with  a  hurl  of  68  feet  4‘A  inches 
Saturday. 


“I  figured  something  in  the  270s  would  win,”  said 
Brian. 

“This  is  the  happiest  day  of  my  life,”  said  Dean. 

“I  thought  I  could  win  two  events,  but  I  had  some 
questions  in  the  shot  put,”  he  said. 

In  other  events  Saturday,  Keith  Connor  from 
Southern  Methodist  University  set  a  new  NCAA, 
collegiate,  United  Kingdom  and  Commonwealth 
record  in  the  triple  jump  with  a  57-feet-7V2-inch 
jump. 

“I  thought  I  could  go  57  feet  5  inches,  now  that 
I’ve  hit  a  big  jump,”  said  Connors. 

“I  want  to  improve  my  consistency  around  the 
56-feet-5V2-inch  mark,”  he  said. 

For  BYU,  Jari  Keihas  was  the  only  man  who 
competed  Saturday,  while  Maria  Zanandrea  and 
Julie  Ann  Jones  competed  for  the  women. 

Keihas  took  third  in  the  javelin  with  a  throw  of 
260-3  as  he  fouled  on  his  final  throw  in  the  competi¬ 
tion. 

Zanandrea  finished  fourth  in  the  women’s  high 
jump,  clearing  6  feet.  Zanandrea  was  unable  to 
clear  the  bar  at  6  feet  1  inch  in  three  attempts. 

Jones  finished  11th  in  discus  competition  with  a 
throw  of  160  feet  6  inches. 

The  Cougars  finished  tied  for  18th  in  women’s 
competition  and  14th  in  men’s  competition. 

UCLA  started  its  march  for  the  NCAA  title 
Tuesday,  with  Jackie  Joyner  winning  the  heptath¬ 
lon  competition. 

UCLA  continued  to  dominate  the  women’s 
events  throughout  the  meet,  finishing  the  cham¬ 
pionships  with  a  total  of  153  points.

In  Friday’s  NCAA  track  action  at  BYU,  records 
were  broken  in  the  men’s  high  jump,  the  400-meter 
relay  and  the  400-meter  hurdles,  and  two  high  jum¬ 
pers  had  three  attempts  each  at  a  new  world-record 
height. 

In  the  high  jump,  Milton  Ottey  of  the  University 
of  Texas  at  El  Paso  and  Del  Davis  of  the  University 
of  California,  Los  Angeles,  tried  for  a  new  world 
record  in  the  high  jump,  attempting  7  feet  9 'A 
Neither  athlete  cleared  that  height. 

Both  Ottey  and  Davis  broke  the  1976  NCAA 
record  after  clearing  7  feet-  7  Vi  and  tied  both  the 
American  and  collegiate  records. 

Ottey,  5  feet  10  inches  tall,  was  almost  24  inches 
shorter  than  the  bar  in  his  final  jump.  He  was 
awarded  the  NCAA  title  because  he  had  fewer 
misses  than  Davis. 

Dave  Stapleton,  BYU  high  jumper,  tied  for  ninth 
place  after  clearing  a  lifetime  best  of  7  feet  3% 
inches.  His  previous  best  was  7  feet  23. 

UTEP’s  Suleiman  Nyambui  won  the  men’s 
10,000-meter  run,  finishing  in  29:03.54.  This  was 
the  fourth  consecutive  year  for  Nyambui  to  win  the 
NCAA  10,000-meter.  He  is  the  only  man  to  hold 
that  distinction. 

Houston  set  a  new  NCAA-meet  record  in  the 
men’s  400-meter  relay.  Charles  Young,  Mark 
McNeil,  Anthony  Ketehum  and  Floyd  Stanley  put 
together  a  time  of  38.53,  breaking  the  old  NCAA 
record  of  39.03. 

“I  was  very  surprised  when  I  looked  over  and 
didn’t  see  anybody.  I  was  four  yards  out,  and  then  I 
just  started  smiling,”  Floyd  said. 

In  the  400-meter  hurdles,  David  Patrick  of  the 
University  of  Tennessee  set  an  NCAA  record  with 
a  time  of  48.44.  The  previous  record,  set  in  1976, 
was  48.55. 

First  and  second  places  in  the  men’s  hammer 
throw  went  to  Southern  Methodist  University. 
Richard  Olsen  threw  the  hammer  73.3  meters, 
tying  the  NCAA  record  set  a  few  days  earlier  by 
teammate  Robert  Weir.  Weir  came  in  second  with  a 
throw  of  73.24  in  Friday’s  finals. 

“I  don’t  like  to  get  beat,  but  in  a  way  I’m  glad,” 
Weir  said.  “It’s  going  to  make  me  more  hungry.  It’ll 
make  me  better.” 

BYU’s  Kjell  Bystedt  finished  third  in  the  ham¬ 
mer  with  a  throw  of  70.8  meters. 

Dean  Crouser  of  the  University  of  Oregon 
finished  first  in  the  discus  throw  with  a  distance  of 
63.22  meters.  Cougar  Goran  Svensson  finished 
fourth  with  61.38  meters. 

BYU’s  Stella  Edwinson  finished  fourth  in  the 
consolation  race  of  the  400-meter  hurdles  with  a 
time  of  61.08. 

Julie  Ann  Jones,  from  Loveland,  Colo. ,  finished 
'  10th  in  the  women’s  shot  put  with  a  distance  of 
15.40.

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP)  —  The  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  76ers  took  the 
first  step  in  mission  im¬ 
probable. 

The  76ers,  down  1-3  in 
their  best-of-seven 
series  against  the  Los 
Angeles  Lakers  for  the 
National  Basketball 
Association  cham¬ 
pionship,  routed  the 
Lakers  135-102  Sunday 
to  stay  alive. 

Alive  but  still  not 
well.  No  team  has  ever 
climbed  out  of  a  1-3  hole 
in  the  36-year  history  of 
the  NBA,  and  the  Sixers 
have  to  play  game  six  on 
Tuesday  night  in  Los 
Angeles,  where  they  ha¬ 
ven’t  won  since  1980.  If 
Philadelphia  should  win 
Tuesday  night,  the 
seventh  and  deciding 
game  would  be  here 
Thursday. 

The  key  to  the  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  victory  was 
the  ineffectiveness  of  7- 
foot-2-inch  Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar  and  a 
76ers’  defense  described 
as  “obsessed”  by  Lakers 
coach  Pat  Riley. 

Abdul-Jabbar  scored 
just  six  points,  the  first 
time  in  420  games  he 
failed  to  collect  10  or 
more.  It  was  the  first 
time  in  109  playoff 
games  that  he  totaled 
less  than  11,  and  the 
seventh  in  which  he  was 
under  20.

Riley  said,  “I’ve  nev¬ 
er  made  any  excuses  and 
I  won’t  start  now.
